We hear of the luxuri- 
ous indulgencies of tbissortof men— of their 
purchases of jewelry and trotting horses— of 
silks and shooting farms, — of the services of 
plate, presented by tbemaeWea to them- 
selves,— we hoar of all theeaaert of tbloffi, 
with simple wocder that the patiancaof the 
people can bear it as it does. The talk of 
prosperity is revolting. It is so illnsory. — 
The poor widow, who ha? to support herself 
and educate her children on a limited in- 
come, and sees the necessaries of life rising 
in price, and her resources whittled away by 
taxation, or sinking in the swamp of a de- 
preciated currency, may be pardoned for 
looking nokiodly on the prosperoos eoa- 
traetor or jobber who sells bad moskets aod 
worse elotbs at a high price; and the mo- ! 
ment be Is paid rnsheti with frantic energy 
to change nia greenbacks for any sort of real \ 
estate, or diamonds, orsomethingpermanent, 
and the green l)acks go back into the com- 
munity to take their chance in the dark fu- 
ture. If they can be so shuffled as to light 
among the poor, finsnoiers will think it a 
clever operation. Of this element of war, we 
repeat, we cannot speak with eqoanimity.~ 
We honestly believe that within a year, 
wbathar the war goes on or not, any man who 
has made money out of it, who has bad a 
contract with the GoverDroeut, or made a 
dollar profit out of the blood and sorrow of 
the hour, will be marked aod prescribed and 
avoided as unfit for social ioterconrse, and 
an enemy of his country. And so we dis- 
miss it aod them. 

The ''seotimental"difficalties in the way 
of peace so long as they were fresb and gen- 
nine wereqoite formidable.

But 
no one was prepared to see a Church body 
go the whole length of asserting that 'loy- 
alty* eoald admit of no conditions whatever. 
Hereafter we may expect to see the Iteth* 
odist ministers disciplined , suspended or ex- 
pelled, who shall preach or teach that the 
law of God may impose conditions on hu- 
man loyalty to human government. We 
can imagine some poor martyrof the Church, 
who shall have submitted to persecution in 
Russia or ij Turkey, appealing to the 
Methodist Church for sympathy; and their 
sharp reply, 'Served you right; loyalty is 
and ought always to be unconditional, and 
that means that there are no conditions, re- 
ligious or political, that could justify you in 
disloyalty or enmity to the Government of 
Tnrkey or Russia, or even the King of the 
Cannrba! Islands.* 

When wa remember the higher law doc- 
trine of the last few years we may well 
wonder at the revulsion of sentiment that 
has io««rtaken the radical people. 

The truth i^ the Churches are making a 
great mistake, which they will soon appre- 
ciate, in this whole matter of lovalty Church [ 
and State are not one here. If they were 
one, and the Methodist Church were the 
Churdt then the Methodists would probably 
adhere to their dogma for some time. But 
as soon as tbey Sod an Administration in 
pow'er which happens to bold opinions con- 
trary lo the Metbodiats* notions of right- 
aonsness, they will suddenly And them- 
selves tired of unconditional loyalty, and 
the Church will then sn^er the disastrous 
cfiTects of its present loyalty to. ^ha Head of 
the Cbsroh.

the great conviction is, (and this is the 
point to which inexorable logio drags us), 
that the day of pecuniary settlement and 
accountability between man and man, and 
between the Government an4' ita dtisens; 
will be tbeday ofiDvolnntaiypaaDa. Hence 
the practical difilenUy wa have suggested , 
^nt whieh war men are ashamed to talk 
aboat. Biob and poor, debtor and creditor, 
the capitalist, and bis dependent, dread the 
day when the reckoning is to be mide, and 
would rather go on paying taxes, and watch- 
ing the scale down whicbiwith snch rapidity 
a paper currency mast fall — then wake op 
to the inevitable hour when excitement over 
and morbid activity worn out, the (treat and 
horrid troth—haggard and bony and terri- 
ble, Js reached that every poor man must 
pay wbat-ba owes in gold and silver which 
be cannot obtain, and the only debtor that 
cannot be sued and against whom there is no 
redress is what is left of the government. — 
Now, is not this frightful truth? Can any 
man gainsay it? Is it not a difficulty in the 
way of peace — greater than sentiment- 
greater than boundaries— greater than what 
are called points of honor? 

"Faa eat <A kostedoeerf is a maxim not en. 
tirely obsolete — and in the train of thought 
—gloomy as it is — we are pursuing, we 
quote from the Richmond Enquirer, as re- 
printed in the adnMoistration joBcnals, a 
passage of painful significance: 

'•But it is said that the enemy's financial 
credit will breik down if the war continues.— 
No, it is peace 'hntwonli' luin tliem utterly: 
peace, we mean, on onrterms. It istho war tliat 
sastains their credit and keeps np the war. Tt is 
tlie continued hope of ultimately subjugating ns 
tba; gives the slicbtest value to their treasury 
notes, and it Is the 5tem resolve to baffle and 
defeat them that makes onr bills worth more 
than their weiffht in paper. War, to them, is 
cheaper than poace; they are very rich it is true; 
but there are s-oine luxuries they caonot buy — 
and one of these is peace. War comes very dear, 
but they cannot niFord peace by any means. — 
Tbey can endure perhaps, the dangers and dis- 
asters of war: bat tbey cannot Cms the horrors 
of peace at all.'* 

Is there not: — we pat the questiot} pointed- 
ly, but in DO intentional ofTence, to our war 
friends — is there not truth in this, that we 
dare not face the horrors of peace? 

But then the great question presents itself 
—will the perils of peace become less by 
continuing tbo war? Most they not neces- 
sarily increase in direct ratio to the aggrega- 
tion of public indebtodneas and the diminu- 
tion of productive industrv? Will they be 
abated when paper is at 75 instead of 30 per 
cent. discount? Will victory and the mutual 
slaughter of friends and enemies make our 
pecuniary accountability less? Would there 
have been a substantial, not a speculative, 
invigoration of public credit if, instead of a 
bloodless defeat, Sumter had been ponnded 
to dust, and Dupoot had hoisted the flag of 
the nation over the ruins of Charleston, and 
I the captains of bis gun boats had marched 
' in triumph through its familiar streets? It 
seems to us just the reverse would occur— 
and the first — we do not siy the ultimate- 
fruits of agreat victory, — if such a one should 
ever be voncbsafed to us, — with itsprobable 
consequences of new expenditure, would be 
a depreciatiou in Goveroment securities, 
and, what is the same thing, a rise in gold 
—and ibat for the obvious reason that mili- 
tary success most prolong the war. 

It may seem a paradox for ns who favor 
Peace to dwell thus upoa its perils, and its 
immediate effects— but our business — unlike 
the blind or:;ans of this blind AilministratioD 
— ^is to see the truth, and to tell it. It is the 
pecuniary difficulty which actually keeps up 
the war aod prolongs it^and the sooner 
people comprehend this the better. The 
next step will be the realisation of the tmth 
that every hour makes this difficulty great- 
er — aod that it will go on getting worse and 
worse — till the community in despair makes 
np its mind to meet it. It i^ affcontest now 
between capital — by which we mean all the 
pecuniary interests of the country — and hu- 
manity, suffering agonized humanity.— 
Whenever the war Stops, capital will be dis- 
turbed—less so now than six months or a 
year hence— bnt humanity will rejoice, and 
f we have to eboose between capital and

Oreely has told them that, if 
theseeeded Statearetnm voluntarily to their 
allegiance, or are red need to submiuiou, the 
States can re-enalave the blacks Xound with- 
in their borders. Douglass will see that 
there ia eonrfderable to he done yet before 
be realizes the hope that is in him. — Cm. 
Enquirer. 

Fred Uonslass At National llall. 

[From the Philadelphia Inquirer.] 

According to announcement, Frederick 
Douglass, last eveninsr, delivered an elo- 
quent lecture on the 'iCrisis of National Af- 
fairs," at National Hall. Although the 
weather was adverse, yet the house was 
well filled, and during the orator'a laotbra 
be was listened to with close attention and 
unabated interest to the close. 

On being presented to the audience, Mr. 
Douglass said the paramount and all-ab- 
sorbing question of the day is the relation 
of the white man to the black. Men had 
endeavored to degrade the question as the 
"nigger" question, but only succeded in de- 
grading themselves. Tbey would like to 
put it aside for some more popular question, 
snch as Iba Union ia it was, the Gonstitu- 
tion as it is; but it would be nigger still.— 
The negro was slive snd abroad, and no 
amount of contempt would drive bim back 
to obscurity. The term "negro" was the 
most pregnant now spoken. 

It is the pivot upon which turns the Un- 
ion. Many attempts had been made to push 
the negro qoestion aside. but it had defied 
the compromising skill oTthe most profound 
statesmen. What shall be done with the 
negro meets ns evary-where; in the street 
aod the home circles, in the halls of legis- 
lation, and io foreign courts. The best 
thing for the negro, the country and the 
world, would be to look about for a just 
settlement of this question. The negro is 
dark, but be has the soul of a man, and he 
should be made a member of the body poli- 
tic, and invested with cqnal rights in this 
commnnity. This is the only settlement of 
this question. The negro and the nation 
must be one; must rise or fall, survive or 
perish together. Destroy the negro and :t 
destroys tbe nation; so that the interest of 
both demands thct the negro should be 
taken toto the national family, and treated 
as a man and brother. For sixty years the 
nation had bowed in cringing subserviency 
to an arrogant slave power, the nation bad 
lied in tbe face of Heaven, and disgraced its 
manhood; and, yet, that power grew naore 
arrogant and mora exacting, nntil it had 
broken out in a war that had never been 
equaled in the previous history of the 
world. Under that subserviency, the prac- 
tice of the goldon rule was impossible; the 
Declaration of Independence was impractic- 
able; the Union and the Constitution were 
impracticable. Nothing but war was possi- 
ble, and war ensued. Even tbe Democratic 
party, which bad squatted lower than any 
other organization in its homage to the ar- 
rogance of tbe slave power, was forced to 
yield to the pressure of the times, and was 
broken op at Oharleston. 

Tbe time has come for the admisssion of 
tbe negro into complete and full member- 
ship in the body politic. Other measures 
have been proposed. It has bean suggested 
to enslave tbo whole negro race; that would 
produce a monarchy. ^ Another scheme is 
to colonize tbe black race, send the negro 
out of the country; this a delightful dream, 
an impracticable Utopianfplan. Another 
mode proposed is to emancipate the slaves 
in form and to enslave them in fl&t'; td free 
tbe negroes and then hire them out to their

The War and New Ensland

The annual report, of the Massacbniattp 

Bank Commissioners contains highly inters 
esting statements as to tbe effect of the war 
on the productive industry of tha State pa. 
well as its capital: 

Seldom, if over, has tbe business of M'as' 
sachusetts been more active or profitable 
than during the past year. The war has 
brought into activity many mechanical em- 
ployments for wbioh there is little occasion 
in time of peace — snch, for example, as tha 
manufacture of arms and ordnance, eamj 
and garrison equipage, saddlery aod artil* 
lery hamesa, and military clothing and 8C«- 
ooutermeUts.' It has, also, greatly 8timu> 
lated the mannfacture of boota and shoss« 
and of woolen goods, while the subsistence 
of the army has furnished a constant and re- 
munerative market for breadstuffs and pro« 
visions. There is hardly a branch of do- 
mestic industry which has not been actively 
employed. The cotton manufacturer alona 
has beien interrupted by the loaa of the 
material, and bos given less occupation to 
labor than tunal] but there never waa a tima 
since this branch of indo%trj' established It- 
self in New England when the profits from 
it realized have been so considerable < DivU 
deods have been made exceeding any form, 
er precedent, and reserves carried into the 
surplus funds of corporations to insure and 
equalize dividends hereafter. Advantage 
has been t>iken of the stoppage of mills, to 
put mschinery and buildings in thorough 
repair, so that wbeneXer the supply of cot-i 

a is once more abundant, the manufsctur* 
of Hsssaehnsatts will be better prepared 
than ever before to reap all the advantagoi 
incident to the occasion. Nor has the coo« 
dition of the operatives, deprived of their 
usual employment, been materially impair- 
ed. So great has been tbe draft upon tbe 
male population to fill tbe army, that there 
baa been an unusual demand for men's labor 
in otber directions, while female operative^ 
have fonnd occupation in tbe manufactoriea 
of clothing, in tha attendance of abopa and 
in domestic service.

The' TimM and Herald contain long and 
intereating aecoanto of the proceedings of 
Hooker's army. 

The Times' correspondence states th?t af- 
ter three days skirmishing en both sides, 
tho Usbols, on Saturday P. M., attacked our 
right flank. Jackson, with bis whole 
corpse of 40,000 men, throwing himself im- 
petoously on Howard's Eleventh Corpse, 
bat tbe movement was only partially soe- 
cessfnl, and re-enforcements being proinptly 
sent by Hooker, tbe Rebels were bandjome- 
ly checked. 

Howard's corpse consisted of Sturges*, 
Steinwehr's and Devon's Divisions. 

The Time's correspondent states that this 
corps disgracefully abandoned their posi- 
tion behind their bresatworks and rushed 
panic stricken toward beadqaarters. Our 
right was thus completely tamed, and the 
Rebels in a fair way of gobbling us up. 

General Uooker was immediately in the 
saddle, and turning to tho commander of 
his own old corps. Berry, shouted, "General 
throw your men into tbe breach. Receive 
the enemy on the point of the bayonets;

Another correspondent of the Times, da- 
ted Sunday evening, says it ia reported from 
Howard's front that the Rebels had been 
engaged all Friday night in catting a road 
peat hia right, hot not mooh attention waa 
paid to tbe fact. 

On tbe afternoon of Saturday it was re- 
ported by pickets, in sight of Slocum's front, 
that wagons were seen moving all day in a 
westerly direction. Sickles with a heavy 
force sent to reconnoiler, when io the ad- 
Vance, fell in with rear of Jacksona' army. 
Sickles immediately pushed on to check- 
mate Jackson, and soon captured the entire 
23d Georgia regiment, 400, including offi- 
cera. 

This movement of Sickles' cut Jacksons, 
force in two, and Gen. Williams commen- 
ced flank movements on the enemy's right, 
with good prospects of success. It was sup- 
posed that Howard's corps, formerly Sigel's, 
would succe^fully resist Jackson's move- 
meut, but the Ist division assailed, Carl 
Schurz's which almost instantly gave way-i— 
thousands throwing down their gooda.^d 
streaming toward headquarters. 

General Devoos' division, l)y tbe demor- 
aliaation of others, was unalde to stand 
against the Rebels and Devons was a second 
time wounded in tbe foot while endeavoring 
to rally his men. Howard, with all his 
daring and resolution, could not stem the 
tide, and the brigades of Col's Bashbeck 
and M cClean remained fighting aa long as 
possible, retiring io good order. 

Of course, this disMter compelled the re- 
call of aickles, wh^.hfid been vigprously at 
work. Gen. Williams* division returned to 
find a portion of his works occupied by the 
enemy. Sickles could not communinate 
wi'h the whole of his army by the route 
he came, and Hooker ordered a night at- 
tack to restore communication. Ward's 
brigade, aided by Best's battery, made the 
attack at 11 o'clock at night, which was en- 
tirely successful, and in a charge made by 
the brigade, a portion of tbe artillery lost 
by Howard, wasbgallantly retukeo. 

The enemy were driven bicii nearly a 
mile that night. 

Saturday night our men slept on their 
arms. 

Sunday, at 5 A. M., the Rebels coald be 
plainly seen on the plank road, about a mile 
and a half from Hooker's headquarters at 
Chancellor House, which house had been 
penetrated the evening previous by a shell. 

Our. line.of battle immediately formed, 
and in a belf an hour our advance became 
engaged. Soon battalion for battalioa be- 
came engaged, tbe euemy advancing bis 
infantry in overwhelming numbers, seeming 
determined to crush ours. Sickles' and Slo- 
cum's brave men, however bald them in 
check, inflicting dreadful slaughter upon

French's Diviiioa Was aeot In e»<mr right 
flank, and soon erosbed that poftfon 4f the 
enemy's line, and 8 o'clock French sent his 
compliments to Hooker, stating that he bad 
charged tbe Rebels and was driving them 
before him.

Dr. A«aai Clark's Opiaion on Politieal
